Separation of husband-and wife, the 


failure' of efforts at reconciliation by 
th* husband and hi* murderous as- 
sault on the wife, resulting in a des- 
perate knife battle In a closed room 
OB or near Ross street last night about 
I o'clock resulted ^n the uendlng of 
liawson Byrd, a negro, and his wife,

ide. The encounter and the desperate 
battle for life In the closed room, 
vith no spectators and apparently be- 
yond the sound of the voices of the 
combatants must have been a thrilling 
and terrifying one. Some negro in the 
vicinity telephoned police headquar- 
,era and asked that an officer be sent 
.o the scene, but the speaker .vouch- 
safed no information as to the provo- 
cation for the 
call for the police.

The writer tood in Butler' office the 
other day when he mtructed his po- 
licemen and^ firemen how to go about 
getting- an increase. He told them to 
"organize" properly. By. that he said 
he meant they should "prepare their 
case." 


Through his carefully worded in- 


structions, patiently given, as a teach- 
er speaking to his pupils, this writer 
thought he sensed that Butler him- 
self realized he would wall ot- rise, de- 
pending on whether the men received 
more money. 


Andshould Butler lose out, the most 


wicked underworld 
in the 
western 


hemisphere will celebrate a victory 
the like of which good citizens can- 
not possibly realize. 


There Is published here a Sunday 
newspaper that is viciously attacking 
Butler and Butler's methods. It calls 
loudly for Butler's scalp, and to prove 
crime exists' in as great a 'measure 
now as ever, It- prints in black and 
white the names, addresses and oper- 
ators of dens of vice, booze joints, and 
hang-outs for thieves and gunmen. 


Incidentally this newspaper illus- 
trates a curious, but interesting phase 
of a crook's psychologyr The man 
who operates the newspaper counts 
many underworld dfenizens among his 
acquaintances, according^_to his own 
admission 
"I cannot understand," " I said to 


him, 
"how you can print the names 


and addresse sof thee criminals with- 
out arousing their hatred and endan- 
ger your life. 
What do they think 


about the stuff you publish?" 


"You 
don't understand becaus eyou 


have a, normal mmd," he smiled. 
"You see. these people are not normal. 
They think it an honor, or rather I 
should say they consider themselves 
semi-martyrs. They feel they are serv- 
ing a cause, and that cause ridding 
the city of Butler. If jt Is proved But- 
ler is not cleaning up the city, he -will 
go, and that is what they want. And 
they feel the only way to prove the 
city is criminal-ridden, is to have their 
names and actual locations printed." 
This writer repeats: 
Philadelphia will - ot rid itself of 
the criminal element unless the entire 
citizenship gets behmd Butler, and 
thus far many feel he has done little 
but make speeches. One man never 
will clean up Philadelphia. 
It will 
take a "movement" And that "move- 
ment" must include every decent man, 
woman and child in the city.

riers. The decision is looked upon as 
a precedent in the disposition of sim- 
ilar cases to come before the commis- 
sion in the ever increasing number of 
motor vehicle carriers in the state.

general. H M. Daugherty. The presi- 
dent's letter to the executive head of 
the department of justice presented 
very obvious reasons for the with- 
drawal of Daugherty—reasons which 
had been apparent to the great mass 
of the American people since the in- 
vestigation into his official and his 
private life revealed a number of un- 
savory associations and raised with 
increasing seriousness the question of 
his fitness for the high .office which 
he held. The task was a, difficult one 
for the president 'who was a close 
personal friend of Daugherty but'he 
aid not shrink from it when his mind 
had been made up. ^VVe are not among 
those^-who believe that the president 
ousted Daughsrty from his cabinet 
for any selfish reason or that the ac- 
tion was prompted by his designs for 
re-election. 
If that had been the 


case the^. president would have cut 
short the investigation with all of its 
unpleasant by-play long ago. It is 
safe 10 assume that the president was 
advised just what was coming in the 
investigation and there is little doubt 
that had he taken a month ago, the 
action he recorded yesterday, the war 
of attrition on Daugherty's character 
•would have ceased. Coolidge, in oth- 
er words, could have rung down the 
curtain at will Icnowing that he had 
public sentiment with him but he 
showed a remarkable forbearance in 
delaying such a ttep until the situa- 
tion in Washington became well nigh 
intolerable. As result of the cumula- 
tive evidence against Daugherty it is 
shown that he is not the type of man 
to hold one of the most lofty positions 
in the country and one which re- 
quires a high c'egree of integrity and 
such other essentials as purity of 
character.

Balloon tlre« generally are conced- 
ed superior to the regular hlgh-pres- 
sur« type, yet there is so much doubt 
and disagreement among tire manu- 
facturers over siren and types that 
most auto makers" are waiting for the 
cloud to clear away before they will 
adopt 
the 
baloon tire as regular 


equipment. 
' 
At present there are two types of 


balloon tires— the full balloon 
and 
the 
Semfc-baflloon 
or 'balloon-type 


tires. 
The full balloon tire is the kind 
having* much larger croas-sectlona.1 
area than the regular type and us- 
ing almost twice 
as much air 
at 
about half the pressure. It is highly 
flexible, due to the fact that its aide 
walls are four-ply, instead of six or 
eight-ply. " 
The semi-balloon tire Is, practically 
an over sized cord, with less plies /In 
Its Bidewall fabric construction 
and 


with leas pressure. 
Due to the much larger size of the 


balloon, the wheel must be smaller 
so that the over-all diameter of the 
wheel and balloon tire is the same as 
that of the regular wheel and high-
